ed n year of 935 days and a little more than 
one-third, 
But ns a spln'r .month- contains 


30 days, 10.hours, 29 minutes, Meten io rec- 
oncile the diftcrenc between iho solar and 
lunar year added several tmbolismic, or in- 
lercnlfuy months, during a cycle or revo- 
lution to 19 years. The Roman months, in 
tile time of Romulus, wero only ten of 30 
and 31 days. Nunm Poinpilius, sensible of 
the great deficiency of this computation, ad- 
ded two more months, and made a year of 
355 days. Tho Egyptians had fixed the 
length of their year to 363 days. Julius 
CcEsar, who. wna well acquainted with the 
lenrningof the Egyptians, was the first who 
attained to any accuracy on the subject.— 
Finding lh» year establishen by Numa ten 
days shorter than the solar year Julius Cce- 
aar supplied the differanco, fixed the length 
of the year to be 365 days, 6 hours, and reg- 
ulated the months according to the present 
measure. To allow for the odd six hours 
ho added an intercalkry, every fourth year 
to thu month of February, reckoning the 
24th of that month twice, which year mutt 
of course, consist of 366 days, and ia called 
leap-year."
